Bulletin Correspondence. 

The debate of yesterday was  de- 
voted chiefly to the discussion of Mr. 
Borden’s alternative transcontinental 
railway proposi‘ion. 

Clancy, Conservative, estimated the 
cost of giving effect to Mr. Borden's 
propositions between Montreal and 
Winnipez at sixty millions. He did 
not carry his calcalations beyond Win- 
nipeg, nor did he touch on Mr. Bor- 
den's suggestion of port improvements, 
purchase of lake fleet, or building of 
colonization raifway in Northern On- 
tario and t(juebec. He was satisfied, 
however, that Mr. Borden's proposition 
was much better and more economical 
than that of the government. 

The other side of the picture was 
turned by Mr. German and Hon. Sir 
Wm. Mulock, who figured up the cost 
of the different sections of Mr. Bor- 
den’s proposition to a total of over 
two hundred millions. The postmaster 
general was most forceful and conclu~ 
sive in his arguments. His figures 
were:construcion from a point on the 
Intercoiouial neat Montreal to a point 
oa the Canada Atlantic near Coteau, 
37 miles, one million dollars; purchase 
of the Canada Atlanttc railway system, 
which included 57 miles in the State 
of Vermont, fifteen millions of dollars; 
construction from Scatia Junction on 
the Canada Atlantic to Sudbury on the 
Cc. P. R., 104 miles, four million dollars; 
purchase of C. P. R. north shore sec- 
tion from Nor‘h Ray to Fort William, 
634 miles, estimated by the ex-minis- 
ter of railways (Mr. Haggart) to have 
cost $60,000 a mile, thrity-eight mil- 
lions; purchase of the C. P, R, from 
Hort Wailiam to Winnipeg at the price 
which it cost the government to build 


build a liné provided the Grand Trunk 
Pacifico and Canadian Northern would 
not agree io buiid one. Having thus 
reached the coast, he came "back to the 
Maritime provinces, and offered to do 
there what the government had al- 
ready proposed; that is, to give a short 


tine between Lewis and Mencton at an 


equal cost to that of the proposed gov- 
ernment line. He would: then dupli- 
cate his Quebec and Winnipeg proro- 
sition by a colonization railway to be 
built gradually batween Quebec and 
Winnipeg over the very road now pro- 
posed for the Grand Trynk Pacific. He 
then turned his attention to the lakes 
and would purchase the Canada Atlan- 
tic grain fleet... The minister pointed 
Out that if the government went into 
the transportation business by the 
purchase of a single fleet, it would 
thereby be brought *into competition 
with private capital and enterprise em- 
ployed in lake transportation. The 
ofily fair thing to do, he held, if the 
government was going inio the busi> 
mess of lake transportation was to buy 
Out the whole of the lake transporta- 
tion business of Canada. Mr, Borden 
was then gomng to improve the ports 
of Lake Huron, Lake Erie, the St . Law- 
rence and the Atlantic, and make them 
all free of toils. At present the port 
of Quebec had a dent of five millions 
and the port of Montreal eight mii- 
lions. His proposition meant the as- 
sumption of these debts by the Do- 
minion and as well the total cost of 
the further 1mprovement and equip- 
ment of the ports. He was then go- 
ing to build elevators and warehouses 
throughout the Northwest. Sir Wil- 
liam figured up the total cost of Mr. 
Borden’s proposition at something over 
twe hundred and fifty millions, without 
achieving anything more than did the 
government scheme ®with an actyal 
Outlay of some thirteen millions. 

If the government’s proposition re- 
ceived a severe criticism at the hands 
of the ex-minister of railways, it must 
be admitted that ihe proposition of the 
leader of the cpposition received a 
much more scathing and effective crit- 
icism at the hands of the postmaster- 
general. “We have been charged,” he 
said, “with undue haste in having 
taken only eighteen months to formu- 
late the proposition we have placed be- 
fore the House; but the leader of the 
opposition only took eighteen days to 
formulate his alternative proposition. 
involving an expenditure of two hun- 
dred and fifty millions. It has been 
said that we have no mandate from 
the people to construct a transcontin- 
ental raliway. If this government 
which has been twice returned at the 
poles, has no mandate for that con- 
struction, from whence comes the man- 
date of the opposition to enter upon 
such an enterprise as that suggested 
by the leader of the opposition after 
having been twice defeated at the poles, 
But the government has a mandate. 
It. was returned to power with the 
mandate.of a forward. policy, a Cana- 
dian policy, a policy to secure the full- 


it, fifteen millious; purchase of the C./st development of @Canada and to 


N. R. from Port Arthur to Winnipeg, 
ten miliions; rolling stock io enable 
the Intercolonial to handle traffic 
through from Winnipeg,-ten millions; 
total, mimety-ibree millions. Mr. Bor- 
den bad said that he did not intend 
to purchase the C. P, Ry section be- 
tween North Bay and Fort William. 
He only wiended to purchase running 
rights over it. But Mr, Borden him- 
self had said, and the ex-minister of 
railways (Mr. Blair) had also said, 
that 1t was impossible to secare joint 
operation of a raiJway by several com- 
panies, where Ope company held domr 
inant rights. If that were true, and 
it was the leader of the opposition. who 
said it, the railway would have to be 
purchased Outright or the I[nter- 
colonial and Grand. Trunk Pacific could 
not use it in conjunction with the C. 
P. R, The same argument applied to 
the © P. R, and C. N. R, between 
Fort William and Winnipeg. The roads 
must be purchased if running rights 
were to be accorded the Intercolonia) 
and Grand Trunk Pacific over them; 
or else the contention of the opposi- 
tion agvinst the government. proposi- 
tion. whereby running rights are se- 
cured to the Intercolonial and the Can- 
adian Northern over the Grand Trunk 
Pacific between Winnipeg and Quebec, 
fell to the ground. Supposing Mr. Bor- 
den’s scheme to be carried out, and, the 
Cc. P. Ry Lo have sold its line from Win-

LONG TRIP IN THE FAR NORTH 
Calgary Herald. 

Captain George P. Phillips, of Rat 
Portage, Dominion steamboat inspect- 
ot for Western Ontario, Manitoba and 
the Territories, returned on Friday 
on his way east from a long trip in 


the northwest the north. 


Cop: Phillips left Calgary on May 
19th to mspect all the boats as far as 
navigation goes in the north. Leaving 
here on that date he went by train 
to Edmonton, then overland 96 miles 


wiltito Athabasca Landing. Here he com-

Athabssca River 500 miles, then 300 
he Peace River to Great 
He crossed the lake 100

River. 

On the return trip Captain Phillips 
took a different route. Arriving at 
Lake Athabasca; “he went 600 miles 
up Peace nver and then. went Over the 
Lesser Slave 
Lake He sailed down the lake to 
Slave river, and then took the Atha- 
basea river to Athabasca Landing. 

The entire trip made by Captain 
Phillips wis over 5,000 miles, and he 
inspected a dozen boats, -which were 
used mostly mn the fur trade. 

Captain Phillips says there is the 
same prosperity in the north that ap 
pears in the more settled districts of 
Canada. Of course, tn that northern 
country there 1s little to do except 
to take fur, For the past twoor three 
years the catch of fur has been splen- 


did. and this year it is particularly 
good. Fur men are coming out tbis 
year with furs amounting to forty 
thousand dollars in their

years ago. This well was sunk in the 
expectation of finding oH, but the gas 
came in such quantities that it had 
to be abandoned. When the drillers 
left the well, the gas was coming out 
in great force, and could be heard 
blowing for three or four miles, The 
experts believed the gas would soon 
diminish, but instead of that, it has 
been blowing ever since, and can now 
be heard at a distance of two or 
three miles. ‘ " 

Soft coal in considerable quantities 
was noticed. by Captain Phillips in sev- 
eral places alone the Athabasca and 
Mackenzie rivers . He also noticed a 
blue shale that gave out a heat suffi- 
cient to burn vegetation, but which 
would not burn itself . He also saw 
lakes of tar in the Mackenzie district, 
where the tar could be dipped ur. 

The Peace mver district, Captain 
Phillips thinks, will be all right in 
time, but he says many people went in 
there with the expectation of finding 
the land ready to plow and put in a 
crop . Instead of cleared land, they 
found that the most of 1t was cover- 
ed with woods, and would take time 
to clear. At Vermilion, on the Peace 
river, he saw barley and wheat on 
August 15th that was almost ready to 
cut. There was an abundance of blue 
berries and strawberries all over the 
northern country. Although Captain 
Phillips waS away about four months 
he had but four wet days the entire 
time, 

On his trip, Captain Phillips gather- 
ed many samples of coal tar and 
some muinerals He also secured a 
number of valuable Eskimo relics as 
well as some from the northern In- 
dians. His packet of relics is follow- 
ing him and some of the relics may be 
put on exhibition in the east. 

Captain Philhps’ bronzed counten- 
ance shows that he has been exposed 
to the sun and wind for a considerable 
period. The captain made a similar 
tmp to the north country five years 
ago. He knows the country well, and 
has many interesting little stories to 
tell of the north and thé people. He 
has a fund of information and tells 
everything in 4 quict way.
